Governor Blackburn has nothing what- 
ever to do with th« trial o( Neal and Craft 
at Grayson, and the suggestion that he 
should call the Legislature to provide for 
their trial elsewhere is ill-considered. 
Judge Brown, of the judicial district in 
which the crime was committed, is the 
only person who can decide whether 
troops will be required to enable a fair 
trial of the prisoners. His duty is plainly 
specified : He must first exhaust the 
"power of the county," or satisfy him- 
self that there is no power in the county 
sufficient to enab’e him to give the prif. 
oners a fair trial, before he makes any 
demand upon the Governor for troops. 
When he does this it will remain with 
the Governor to decide whether he will 
send the troops. It would be the height 
of folly to call an extra session of the 
Legislature in anticipation of a war at 
Grayson ; especially as the presiding 
judge has authority to change the venue 
again if it is asked by the accused, 
and he is satisfied that a fair trial cannot 
be had in Carter. 

In Committee of the Whole on Sat- 
urday the Lower House of Congress 
agreed to the clause in the postal bil| 
which reduces letter postage to two cents. 
It is not, however, to go into effect until 
after January i, 1884. At the same time 
it refused to appropriate any additional 
sunijto the fast mail service, because the 
report of the Postmaster General shows* 
that he has an unexpended balance of 
$400,000 now on hand. 

The suit of Mrs. Slayback against Col. 
Cockrill, for $5,000 damages for kill- 
ing her husband, is looked upon as a 
malicious prosecution, instigated by law- 
yers who were friends ol Col. Slayback. 
If Col. Cockrill did the killing in self-de- 
fense, as the grand jury of St. Louis 
seemed to believe, there is no possible 
ground for a damage suit. 

The Republicans of Southern Ken- 
tucky have just discovered in that end of 
the State an immense amount of good 
material for Cabinet officers and for 
foreign ministers. It is strange that this 
forest of fine timber has been so long 
neglected. 

It is not a question as to whether the 
Maysville District was carried by hog 
buyers, but what the people want to 
know is, where the money came from that 
bought the hogs that bought the votes 
that secured the election of a Repub- 
lican. 

Judge Bowden's decision that beer is 
not a spiritious liquor, will determine the 
question of license in a good many towns 
in the State. Like all other opinions de- 
livered by him, it was very carefully con- 
sidered and very clearly rendered. 

The citizens of Boyle county held a 
meeting at Danville on Saturday, and 
adopted resolutions strongly favoring the 
construction of the Cincinnati, Green 
River and Nashville Railroad from Dan- 
ville. It also favored the extension of the 
Richmond road to that point. 

Dr. Bliss declares he will not accept 
the small pittance awarded to him for his 
services to his “ dear bosom friend Gar- 
field.” He wants $25,000 or nothing. 
Let it be nothing. 

It will be a very good idea to have pub- 
lished a list of the names of all persons 
who draw pensions from the Government. 
The probability is that about one-fourth 
of them will prove to be fraudulent. 

Gen. Sherman will retire from the army 
under the compulsory retirement act in 
the spring of 1884, but it is announced 
that he will give up the command of the 
army in the fall of 1883. 

A special election is to be held in the 
Eleventh District of Ohio to fill the Con- 
gressional vacancy occassioned by the 
death of Hon J.T. Updegraff. 

The Louisville Commercial favors Mr. 
Blackburn for the Speakership, because 
it thinks Mr. Carlisle will be more useful 
upon the floor. 

The death rate in the United States 
last year was about one and a half per 
cent of the population. 

Senator Voorhees made a speech in the 
Senate on Saturday in opposition to Mr. 
Pendleton’s Civil Service bill. 

The bittom dropped out of all corn 
speculations at Chicago on Saturday. A 
heavy decline brought many operations 
to the floor. 

In a card to the Carlisle Mercury Mr. 
N. F. Potts declines to become a candi 
date for the State Senate. 



The Postmaster General has taken the 
bull by the horns in issuing an order to 
postmasters in Alabama, Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Tennessee and Texas 
forbidding "the payment of money-or- 
ders. and the delivery of registered let- 
ters to the officers of about 140 marriage, 
birthday, and co operative insurance 
companies that have lately sprung up in 
the South." A press dispatch says he 
thinks this measure will put an end to a 
good many fraudulent operations. 

While we have no more sympathy 
with such schemes of insurance than 
Mr. Howe has, it strikes us that this is 
a little high handed and arbitrary. If such 
an order is proper from the department, 
why not make it general and applicable 
to all the States? Of course, if he has 
furnished postmasters in the States speci- 
fied with a list of the companies that are 
fraudulent, he must be well informed, 
and must have positive knowledge that 
they are fraudulent. We don't exactly 
see how he could obtain the information 
unless he has an insurance department 
at his command, for it is no easy matter 
to determine that there is fraud in any 
co-operative scheme. That it is dangerous 
and uncertain in all cases the Insurance 
Departments of nearly all the States are 
agiced, but that cuch companies are cre- 
ated with a fraudulent intent is a very 
hard thing to come at. Co-operative com- 
panies pay policies just as other compa- 
nies do, and they fail just as other compa- 
nies, but they are not necessarily Iraudlent* 
A hundred and forty companies of tnis 
kind that are fraudulent are a great 
many to be operating in a half dozen 
States only, and we should like to seethe 
list. The postmaster at Frankfort will 
probably be furnished as other postmasters 
with the list, and we hope he will let us 
give the people the benefit of it. If theie 
are thatmany fraudulent companies in 
the United States the people ought to be 
fully advised, and we will take pleasure 
in publishing the whole list. 

A Louisville merchant tells what would 
seem to be a very tough story about a 
carp, if the peculiarities of that fish were 
not so well known. He says thata young 
carp was thrown from his aquarium upon 
the floor, where it remained several 
hours, and when put back into the water 
soon revived and went on swimming. 
Carp ponds have been known to dry up 
and remain dry several months without 
destroying all the fish. They live im- 
bedded in the mud, though a hard crust 
may be formed over them. This, how- 
ever, is not as remarkable as the habit of 
the South American fish, which, when his 
pond goes dry, travels overland to an 
other — a story tor which Mr. Baird is 
responsible. 

The Mt Olivet Tribune gives a neat 
biographical sketch of Dr. B F. Rey 
nolds, who it is probable will come to the 
Senate from that district. He is a man 
of very high character personally and 
politically, and has served in the lower 
branch of the Assembly with great credit. 
In the Tribune’s sketch a note is made 
of the fact that although he has been 
a physician of large practice, and has 
done much charity business, "he never 
has presented a bill to the county court 
for services to any paupers.” 

Mr. C. W. Hines, in a card to the Lou- 
isville Commercial, nominates Henry 
Scroggin, of Lexington, for Lieutenant 
Governor on the Republican ticket. It 
may as well be Mr. Scrogginasany other 
Republican. 

The report published in Cincinnati 
that Louisville was “full of small-pox” is 
shown to be untrue by the last mortuary 
report. The Falls City is entirely free 
from that and all other bad diseases. 

Lou : sville is determined to supply her- 
self with coal. A corps of engineers 
from that city are now surveying a line 
from the Brazil. Ind., coal district to a 
point on the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago road near Bainbridge. 



The people of Louisville have responded 
handsomely to the call for relief of Mrs. 
Hardin. They have provided for her 
immediate wants, and are looking to her 
comfoit in the future.

Col. H. C. Corbin, of the Newport Bar 
racks, who was manager of the late Gar- 
fieid Fair at Washington, is in trouble. 
The following extract from the press mes- 
sages of yesterday will explain how ; 

Mr. B tner, manager of a watch manufac- 
tory at Lancaster, Pa., makes a _ serious 
charge to the Secretary of War against Col.

There is 
but little danger of a (amine in this county. 
If you ask me the gospel side of this subject, 
you are all wrong from top to bottom. There 
is no man who loves bis neighbor as himself; 
but as a mere commercial judgment , I do not 
see ciu9e for any special complaint. Supply 
and demand are minor principles which reg- 
ulate prices. The law of price is the law of 
brain. The value of the finest silk dress 
ever made is what fools are willing to pay for 
it, and that is determined by the vacancy 0/ 
the fool who bids h’ghest. To the railroad 
company my place in Peekskill might not he 
worth $10, but to me it is worth $10 000. 
There is nothing in our civilization but what 
calls for intermediate men. One man makes 
chairs, another stoves. Then the railroad 
takes them to distant citiesand they are sold 
by another man, but all selfishness is wrong, 
and all commerce is more or less oslfish. 
Money making in Wall Street is an illusion. 
A public assembly can do very little for this 
question. No law can make morality.

About a quarter to twelve o'clock Sat- 
urday morning the residence of M-j. R

liams was near the house at the time, but 
did not discover the flames until they had 
obtained too much headway, and was 
unabie to do anything to save the prop- 
erty. The origin of the fire was in the 
kitchen, which was a frame structure at- 
tached to the house. It caught in the 
ceiling, and the whole roof was ablaze in 
a few moments. Harry and Ed. Stephens 
were hauling fodder from a field near 
by, and came to the rescue. Rip/Arnold, 
who had just reached home from the city, 
also went over. One or two other per- 
sons happened in from the neighborhood, 
and the small party managed to save 
the piano in a broken condition, and a 
few articles of furniture; but a large parto^ 
the^household effects, as well as the house 
itself, was destroyed. Maj. Williams es- 
timates the loss at $4,000, the insurance 
being only $1 ,700. 



It may be set down as a fact that if the 
gas is good and burns brightly in any one 
burner in the city, then it is uniformly 
good, and any failure of light in other 
places is due entirely to local causes. 
We have heard a good deal of complaint 
lately about the gas, but none from quar 
ters where the pipes were all new and 
tight. Nearly all the pipes on the North 
side of the city are old and foul, and need 
■cleaning. The company is doing all it 
can to give the city a first-rate article of 
light. It has invested a large sum of 
money in the business, with the desire to 
make it profitable alike to the stock-owners 
and to the consumers. Several of our 
very best citizens are interested in the 
company as stockholders, and their de- 
sire is to render perfect satisfaction to 
everybody. They have just begun busi- 
ness, and it cannot be expected that every 
part of the great system will work well 
from the start. It is certain that they do 
not intend that the gas they furnish 
shall be inferior to any that could 
be furnished here. They have started 
into this as a permanent thing, 
and they know that they must furnish 
a good light or the people will not 
use it, and they will lose instead of making 
money. It is a great inconvenience to 
have bad lights, and people accustomed 
to good ones may very well growl if their 
lights are bad; but it is not reasonable to 
think that bad lights are designedly fur- 
nished by the company, or that they are 
wilfully negligent. A little forbearance 
we think will be well in this case as it is 
in a good many others. 

The company began its work under 
extraordinary difficulties. It took hold 
of a worn-out and rottfen old system of 
pipes, a bad lot of machinery for manu- 
facturing, and was met with many diffi- 
culties which it did not anticipate. The 
water which hadalwaysbeen supplied the 
works'by the city, to the exclusion of pri- 
vate consumers — was partially cutoff, and 
the company had to provide other means 
of obtaining water. They had to renew 
many of the pipes, change the machine- 
ry, and go into the interminable business 
of repairing the old pipes in private 
houses. It will require time to perfect 
the system, as it does to accomplish any 
other considerable work.
